1. DICTATORSHIP CAMPAIGN - AWAITING FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS? 

NO NEW GROUND WAS BROKEN IN THE DICTATORSHIP CAMPAIGN THIS 
WEEK, WITH MEDIA MOSTLY REPEATING EARLIER THEMES AND TOUTING 
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PRODUCTION (WR 15). NCNA APRIL 15 REPLAYED AN APRIL RED FLAG 
ARTICLE ON "SELF-RELIANCE" WHICH STRESSED THIS ROAD FOR CHINA S 
DEVELOPMENT, WHILE CONTINUING REGULAR INJUNCTIONS TO LEARN FROM 
THINGS FOREIGN. THE IMPRESSION OF MARKING TIME IN THE DICTATOR- 
SHIP CAMPAIGN SUGGESTS THAT SOME FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS MAY BE 
FORTHCOMING-PERHAPS AFTER FINAL EVALUATION OF FIRST QUARTER 
PRODUCTION ACHIEVEMENTS, REPORTS OF WHICH HAVE BEEN SCATTERED

2. A RADICAL SOUNDING ARTICLE BY THREE THEORIST WRITING GROUPS 
(PEKING DOMESTIC APRIL 13 BROADCAST) STRESSES CHAIRMAN MAO'S 
1958 "YEAR OF THE GREAT LEAP FORWARD" ARTICLE PRAISING CO- 
OPERATIVES. IT EMPHASIZES MAO'S "POOR AND BLANK" CHINESE 
PEASANTRY WHO CAN CREATE FRESH CHANGES IN THE COUNTRYSIDE AND 
WHO "THINK ABOUT REVOLUTION." HOWEVER, THE AUTHORS REMAIN 
WEDDED TO BUILDING A "POWERFUL MODERNSOCIALIST" CHINA AND CITE 
MAO'S WORDS TO PROVE THAT "VIGOROUS SOCIALIST CONSTRUCTION WILL 
CERTAINLY OCCUR" WITH THE DEEPENING OF THE SOCIALIST REVOLUTION. 
MAO'S 1958 ARTICLE IN PRAISE OF "BIG-CHARACTER POSTERS" AS A 
MEANS FOR POPULAR CRITICISM OF LEADERSHIP IS NOT CITED BY THE 
AUTHORS, FURTHER SUGGESTING THAT THEY TOO ARE PART OF THE CON- 
SENSUS ON THE QUESTION OF AVOIDING "DISORDER." HOWEVER, THE 
AUTHORS' CRITIQUE OF THOSE WHO ADVOCATE A SLOW PACE AS 
"PESSIMISTIC” IS IN DIRECT OPPOSITION TO AN APRIL 12 STATEMENT 

BY INNER MONGOLIA BOSS YU TAI-CHUNG WHO URGED A "REALISTIC 
VIEW" OF PROBLEMS AND THE CURRENT SITUATION AND WHO SPECIFI 
CALLY CAUTIONED AGAINST BEING "BLINDLY OPTIMISTIC." THE 
ARTICLE SUGGESTS SOME TUGGING AND PULLING OVER THE CAMPAIGN'S

4. TACHING/TACHAI EXPERIENCE EXCHANGE CONFERENCES 

LEARNING FROM INDUSTRIAL MODEL TACHING IS PICKING UP (WR 1 1) AND 
NOW AT LEAST 12 PROVINCES (INNER MONGOLIA, KWANGSI, SHENSI, 
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TIBET, SZECHWAN, HUPEH, SHANTUNG, HUNAN, YUNNAN, KIRIN, KWEICHOW, 
AND TIENTSIN) HAVE HELD MULTI-DAY CONFERENCES. DEPARTING FROM 
THE FORMAT OF EARLIER SESSIONS THIS YEAR, TACHING'S TRAVELING EX- 
PERTS HAVE NOT BEEN REPORTED AT RECENT MEETINGS. BROADCASTS IN 
CREASINGLY POINT UP THE NEED FOR "RATIONAL RULES AND REGULATIONS" 
AND THE NEED TO IMPLEMENT "ORGANIZATIONAL DISCIPLINE." CALLS TO

RESPONDING TO THE ALL OF LAST MONTH'S PREPARATORY CONFERENCES 
TO REESTABLISH NATIONAL-LEVEL ORGANS FOR THE PRC'S MASS ORGANI 
ZATIONS (WR 13), PROVINCIAL PLENUMS HAVE BEEN HELD TO SET 
ELECTORAL PROCEDURES IN AT LEAST 10 PROVINCES TO DATE (SINKIANG, 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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YUNNAN, KWANGSI, LIAONING, HEILUNGKIANG, KIRIN, INNER MONGOLIA, 
KIANGSI, ANHWEI, AND SHANTUNG). PROVINCIAL BORADCASTS ON THE 
PELNUMS EMPHASIZE THE ORGANIZATIONS' ROLE AS PILLARS OF THE 
DICTATORSHIP AND THEIR FUNCTION TO CONTRIBUTE MOTIVATION TO MEET 
PRODUCTION GOALS NOT UNEXPECTEDLY, THE BROADCASTS ALSO REFER 
TO THE NEED FOR MASS ORGANIZATIONS TO ACCEPT PARTY LEADERSHIP

7. YOUTH AND DEMOBILIZED SOLDIERS TO THE COUNTRYSIDE 

CONTINUING THE DRIVE TO SEND SCHOOL GRADUATES TO RURAL AREAS 
(WR 5), PROVINCIAL RALLIES AND STUDY SESSIONS HAVE BEEN CONVENED 
TO FURTHER MOTIVATE DOWN-TO-THE-COUNTRYSIDE YOUTH (DCY). THE 
ONLY APPARENT NEW WRINKLE IN THIS YEAR'S EFFORT IS THE CLAIM 
THAT YOUTH SERVICE IN RURAL AREAS IS AN EFFECTIVE COUNTER TO 
THE GROWTH OF BOURGEOIS RIGHTS AND BOURGEOIS LIFE-STYLE. 

INITIAL SCATTERED FIGURES ON SETTLEMENT FAIL TO INDICATE ANY 
SIGNIFICANT TREND, ALTHOUGH LANCHOW, KANSU HAS REPORTED SEND- 
ING 10,000 YOUTHS THIS YEAR AND ONLY SOME 49,000 IN THE SIX 
YEARS SINCE 1968 (APRIL 1 1 BROADCAST). LAST YEAR'S CHUCHOU 
CITY MODEL AND THE COLLECTIVE SETTLING OF YOUTH REMAIN APPROVED 
PRACTICES AND BROADCASTS STRESS SOLVING YOUTH PROBLEMS IN THE 
RURAL AREAS AND SENDING CADRES TO THECOUNTRYSIDE TO ENSURE 
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IMPLEMENTATION OF POLICIES. COMFORT TEAMS SENT TO CHECK UP ON 
POST-SETTLEMENT PROBLEMS ALSO CONTINUE TO HELP WITH ENTERTAIN

APRIL 11, 12). MEMBERS OF THE PROVINCIAL OFFICE FOR SETTLING 
EDUCATED YOUTH IN THE COUNTRYSIDE WERE ALSO ON HAND, AND WEI 
WAS THANKED FOR GIVING A "GREAT IMPETUS" TO THEIR PROGRAM. 

THE REGIME NEEDS TO DRUM UP ALL THE SUPPORT FOR THESE TWO PRO- 
GRAMS THAT IT CAN. SENDING SOLDIERS WHO HOPE FOR URBAN ASSIGN- 
MENTS DOWN-TO-THE-COUNTRYSIDE ALONGSIDE DISGRUNTLED EDUCATED 
YOUTH COULD WELL INCREASE AND NOT DECREASE RURAL PROBLEMS (HONG

PRC MEDIA'S ONLY REACTION TO PRESIDENT FORD’S FOREIGN POLICY AD- 
DRESS TO THE CONGRESS HAS BEEN AN APRIL 13 NCNA ARTICLE SUMMARI- 
ZING "WASHINGTON REPORTS" OF THE SPEECH. EMPHASIZING THE 
INDOCHINA ASPECTS OF THE ADDRESS, NCNA CONCENTRATED ON THE 
PRESIDENT'S REQUEST FOR CLARIFICATION OF CONGRESSIONAL RE- 
STRAINTS ON THE USE OF US MILITARY FORCES FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF EVACUATING AMERICAN CITIZENS. NCNA CONSIDERED THIS AS 
"OBVIOUSLY AIMED AT OBTAINING A 'LEGAL BASIS' FOR FUTURE 
INTERVENTION." AFTER NOTING THE PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT THAT

NCNA IN A BRIEF STATEMENT APRIL 16 ANNOUNCED THAT DPRK 
PRESIDENT KIM IL-SUNG WILL "SOON PAY AN OFFICIAL VISIT" TO 
THE PRC AT THE JOINT INVITATION OF THE CHINESE COMMUNIST PARTY 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE AND THE PRC GOVERNMENT. NO FURTHER DETIALS 
WERE PROVIDED. OUR RECORDS INDICATE THAT THIS WILL BE KIM'S 
FIRST VISIT TO CHINA SINCE JULY 1961 WHEN HE SIGNED THE SINO- 
KOREAN FRIENDSHIP TREATY. AT THAT TIME, HE HAD JUST VISITED 
MOSCOW AND WAS RETURNING TO PYONGYANG. THE LAST TOP-LEVEL PRC 
VISITOR TO PYONGYANG WAS PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI IN APRIL 1970.

11. VIETNAM 

A PEOPLE'S DAILY COMMENTATOR ARTICLE APRIL 13 ACCUSED THE US OF 
CREATING THE REFUGEE AND ORPHAN ISSUES TO COVER UP ITS PLANS 
FOR CONTINUED INTERVENTION IN VIETNAM (HONG KONG 4035 AND 
PEKING 708). A SEPARATE NCNA ARTICLE DREW ON A VARIETY 
OF AMERICAN SOURCES TO CONCLUDE THAT US PUBLIC OPINION DE- 
MANDS CESSATION OF US "INTERFERENCE" IN INDOCHINA. THE 
ARTICLE ALSO IMPLIED THAT THE US SHOULD DIRECT ITS ATTENTION 
TO MORE IMPORTANT AREAS, I.E., THE MIDDLE EAST, EUROPE AND 
JAPAN. MEANWHILE PRG FONMIN MS. NGYUEN THI BINH STOPPED OVER 
IN PEKING APRIL 13-15 ON HER RETURN HOME FROM AFRICA. SHE WAS 
MET AND SEEN OFF BY THE PRC AMBASSADOR TO THE PRG BUT THERE WAS 
NO MENTION OF A MEETING WITH HER COUNTERPART, CHIAO KUAN-HUA, 
WITH WHOM SHE MET ON HER OUTWARD TRIP MARCH 1. NCNA ALSO RE- 
PORTED THAT VICE PREMIER CHI TENG-KUEI "MET AND HAD A CORDIAL 
AND FRIENDLY CONVERSATION" WITH THE DRV AMBASSADOR AND PRG 
CHARGE ON THE 14TH, BUT MS. BINH APPARENTLY DID NOT ATTEND

AS TAIPEI MOURNS THE DEATH OF CHINAG KAI-SHEK, PEKING PUSHED 
IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS CURRENT PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION WITH 
TAIWAN CAMPAIGN A STEP FURTHER WITH UNPRECEDENTED SPECIFIC 
APPROVAL FOR TEN RECENTLY-AMNESTIED "KMT WAR CRIMINALS" TO 
TRAVEL TO TAIWAN. THE TEN ELDERLY MEN ARRIVED IN HONG KONG 
APRIL 14 AND ARE AWAITING PERMISSION FROM GRC AUTHORITIES TO 
ENTER TAIWAN. PRC-OWNED MEDIA HAVE ATTEMPTED RATHER SUCCESS- 
FULLY TO PROJECT AN IMAGE OF LENIENCY WHILE EXPLOITING THE 
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HUMANITARIAN ASPECTS OF THE MOVE (E.G. THE MEN'S EXPRESSED DE- 
SIRE TO REUNITE WITH FAMILY AND FRIENDS ON TAIWAN AND THEIR 
PROFESSIONS OF LONG SERVICE FOR THE KMT DURING IMPRISONMENT). 
ALTHOUGH APPRECIATIVE REMARKS REGARDING TREATMENT BY PRC 
AUTHORITIES AND PROMISES TO WORK FOR REUNIFICATION OF TAIWAN 
WITH THE MOTHERLAND BY SEVERAL OF THE RELEASEES WILL TEND TO 
MAKE THEM EVEN MORE SUSPECT IN TAIPEI'S EYES, PEKING HOPES THAT 
TAIPEI WILL FRET. COMPELLED BY PUBLICITY TO RESPOND FAVORABLY 
TO THIS PRC PLOY. EARLIER, ON APRIL 10 A CANTON BROADCAST RE- 
PORTED SIX OTHER RECENTLY-AMNESTIED MEN ARE "SETTLING" IN

THE PRC-OWNED HONG KONG TA RUNG PAO APRIL 16 CARRIES A UPI RE- 
PORT FROM RAWALPINDI THAT VICE PREMIER LI HSIEN-NIEN WILL ARRIVE 
IN PAKISTAN NEXT WEEK FOR AN OFFICIAL FIVE-DAY VISIT. LI, THE 
THIRD-RANKING VICE PREMIER AND A SENIOR PRC ECONOMIC FIGURE, 
RETURNED TO CHINA APRIL 10 FROM AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO IRAN. HIS 
ALMOST IMMEDIATE DEPARTURE FOR PAKISTAN SUGGESTS THE 
PAKISTANIS MAY HAVE INDICATED A ’'LEFT-OUT" FEELING FROM 
THE RECENT ROUND OF PRC VICE PREMIER-LEVEL TRAVELS AND PRESSED 
THE CHINESE FOR RECIPROCATION OF PRIME MINISTER BHUTTO'S

THE PRC REPORTEDLY UNHAPPY OVER THE EXPECTED ATTENDANCE AT 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK'S FUNERAL BY TWO FORMER JAPANESE PRIME MINI- 
STERS, STYMIED FISHING TALKS PROMPTING THE RETURN TO PEKING 
OF CHINESE NEGOTIATORS, AND PEACE TREATY NEGOTIATIONS STILL 
BOGGED DOWN BY THE HEGEMONY ISSUE. ON THE PEOPLE-TO-PEOPLE 
FRONT, ACTIVITY REMAINED HIGH WITH VISITS BY A JAPANESE DELE- 
GATION LED BY DAISAKU IKEDA, PRESIDENT OF SOKAGAKKAI, A 
LARGE JAPANESE YOUTH GROUP, AND SEVERAL OTHER JAPANESE GOOD WILL 
DELEGATIONS. SPECULATION IS THAT A VISIT BY FONMIN MIYAZAWA TO

A RECENT LETTER FROM EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT SADAT TO CHOU EN-LAI ON 
"THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION" AND THE 
ARRIVAL IN PEKING OF THE NEW CHIEF OF THE PLO MISSION HAVE AF- 
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FORDED NONA OPPORTUNITIES TO DRAW FAVORABLE ATTENTION TO PRC 
LINKS WITH THE ARABS. NCNA REPORTS HAVE POINTED TO THE 
SUPERPOWERS’ TROUBLES IN THE AREA AND HAVE CHARGED THAT 
THE SOVIETS' CURRENT "FLIRTING WITH ISRAEL" IS AT THE 
EXPENSE OF ARAB AND PALESTINIAN INTERESTS. AT A TIME WHEN
